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Objectives : 

The objectives of the Pornographic Materials File (PMF) 

are: 

1. To maintain a current reference file of 
pornographic materials being sold and 
distributed throughout the United States. 

2. To provide FBI Field Divisions all information 
available regarding the source of pornographic 
materials to assist in their investigations. 

Priority Justification : 

The PMF is a reference file used on a daily basis in 
support of ongoing FBI investigations and as such its continued 
existence is justified. 

Program Description : 

The PMF consists of four sections: 

1. The reference file which consists of pornographic 
motion picture films video tapes, magazines, books 
and photographs submitted to the Laboratory m 
FBI investigations and subsequently added to the 
file after the completion of those investigations. 

2. An index and file card system which contains 
descriptive data and write-ups for motion picture 
films and video tapes received for examination 
and is utilized to identify newly submitted items. 
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3. A company name section containing folders 

with information and sales brochures pertaining 
to known manufacturers and distributors of 
pornographic materials. 

4. Evidence submitted by various FBI Field Divisions 
in which investigation is continuing and the 
evidence is being retained at the Laboratory 
awaiting instructions for disposition. 


Milestones : 

During the past MBO period the selection of an additional 
Examiner and Document Analyst to assist in the examination of 
pornographic materials and serve as back up for the Examiner and 
Document Analyst assigned to the PMF was made. 


The training of those individuals has begun and should 
be completed by the end of this MBO period. 

It is anticipated that the backlog of materials awaiting 
final disposition will be significantly reduced during this MBO 
period with the assistance of the additional personnel available 

to work on these matters. 


Materials being set aside for destruction continue to 
be maintained separately from the rest of the PMF pending a final 
decision by U.S. District Court Judge Green as to whether or not 
those items can be destroyed. 

While the setting of specific dates to accomplish the 
comoletion of a review of materials awaiting disposition would be 
speculative due to the priority being given current matters on hand, 
i? iq anticipated that the three major cases awaiting disposition,

(B) INTERSTATE TRANSPORTATION OF OBSCENE MATTER (ITOM): 

SEXUAL EXPLOITATION OF CHILDREN (SEOC) AND 
BROADCASTING OBSCENE LANGUAGE MANUAL OF INVESTIGATIVE 
OPERATIONS AND GUIDELINES (MIOG) 

Policy regarding captioned subject under Section 145-2 
of the MIOG, dated January 26, 1983, states that "at the earliest 
convenience, all obscene exhibits recovered by Agents should be 
forwarded to FBI Headquarters for review regarding its character as 
an obscene exhibit. The material would also be compared with material 
in the/Pornographic Material Reference' File (PMRF) to determine if 
it has moved in interstate commerce. Copies of this material will be 
retained in the PMRF of the FBI Laboratory. Ultimately, all obscene 
material must be returned to the FBI Laboratory for filing or 
destruction, and no obscene material is to be permanently maintained 
in any field office." 

For years the FBI Laboratory has maintained the PMRF in 
compliance with Section 145-2 of MIOG. The file consists primarily 
of adult pornographic publications, films, and videotapes which 
are home or commercially produced. 

Although ITOM prosecutions have declined, the Laboratory 
continues to receive voluminous pornographic material in compliance 
with Section 145-2, MIOG. Space limitations in the Laboratory 
and a judicial ruling which precludes destruction of pornography 
at FBI Headquarters make it no longer practical for FBI Headquarters 
to be the central repository for all pornography. 


By streamlining the PMRF, greater emphasis can be devoted 
to the SEOC section of the statute and will allow for the implementation 
of automated search capabilities. The file should become an active 
resource for investigators, not a historical library of pornography. 

In order to facilitate this modernization, the following 
changes are being made to the MIOG, Section 145: 


POLICY 

(1) Upon taking possession of evidence purported to be 
obscene, the local prosecuting jurisdiction should be immediately 
contacted for a prosecutive opinion. Personnel at FBI Headquarters, 
either in the investigative divisions or the Laboratory, are not to 
render an opinion as to whether an item is obscene. 
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Should the decision be made to prosecute, the evidence 
is to be handled in the normal manner and any Laboratory requests 
should be made by letter. If a decision is made not to prosecute, 
an inventory list (to be provided by the Laboratory) should be 
reviewed to determine if the evidence is contained therein. If the 
evidence is not listed, only one copy of any commercial obscene 
material is to be forwarded to FBI Headquarters for retention. Evidence 
seized subsequent to an adversary hearing, or on the basis of an ex 
parte warrant issued after a judicial determination of obscenity, may 
likely have to be produced in court or before a Federal grand jury 
a short time after seizure. Therefore, delay in sending these 
materials to the Laboratory is authorized in order to avoid any 
conflict with such proceedings. 

(2) FBI Headquarters has established an obscene matter file 
in the FBI Laboratory in which obscene exhibits are filed. E_xhi.bi.ts 
maintained -in .the Pqrnoqra.p.h.ic.

Only one copy of any specific item is to be retained 
in this file. If items in your possession appear on the provided 
inventory list, do not forward them to FBI Headquarters, but seek a 
local court order for appropriate destruction.

In child pornography cases, the PMRF will be searched 
by Laboratory personnel if there are indications that photographs, 
films or videotapes of children have or will appear in a 
commercially reproduced format or if a specific examination is 
requested. 

(3) FBI Headquarters has also established a section in the 
single fingerprint file devoted exclusively to the fingerprints of 
manufacturers and major distributors of obscene material. Whenever 
a manufacturer or distributor of obscene material is identified, 
this information, along with the FBI number or other identifying 
data, should be furnished to FBI Headquarters with a request that the 
fingerprints be filed in the obscene matter dealers section of the 
single fingerprint file. Since the principal reason for searching 
obscene matter through the single fingerprint file is to enable the 
questioned material to be used as evidence, latent fingerprint 
examinations should be requested o^ly in the following cases. 
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(a) cases in which there is information that the 
questioned material was transported interstate 

(b) cases in which a suspect has been developed 

(c) any unusual cases which would justify a latent 
fingerprint examination 

(4) Obscene material is submitted to the Laboratory in 
order that it may be: 

(a) compared with specimens already in the 
PMRF in an effort to determine interstate nature, source, etc. 


(b) be forwarded to the Identification Division 
for latent fingerprint search/comparison 

(c) included in the reference file collection 

(5) All obscene material sent to FBI Headquarters should be 
forwarded under obscene cover and the address label on the outside of 
the package must be clearly marked for the attention of the FBI 
Laboratory. It should be accompanied by a cover letter identifying the 
exhibits and clearly stating the source of the material. If they are 
further needed by the submitting field office for use as evidence or 

as an investigative aid, such should be clearly indicated. In this 
instance, the exhibits will be promptly returned to the field, 
together with a Laboratory report. 

(6) Prosecution must proceed promptly in all obscene matter 
cases investigated by the Bureau where it has been established that 
the subject is definitely transporting obscene materials in violation 
of Title 18, USC, (SS)1462 and 1465. 


(7) The Bureau is vitally interested in ascertaining 
the original source of obscene material. Examination of specimens 
submitted by the various field offices has resulted in determining 
by Laboratory technicians that the bulk of this material emanates 
from a common source and is distributed by certain commercial 
purveyors of obscene materials. For this reason, it is extremely 
desirable that all field offices submit commercial samples of 
obscene material to the FBI Laboratory regardless of the source 
from which they are obtained. Even though no Federal violation 
exists, any material of this nature not already on the aforementioned 
inventory list made available by local police agencies should be 
transmitted to FBI Headquarters in order to increase the effectiveness 


of the obscene matter file. 
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(8) Each obscene literature investigation possesses 
potential publicity value because of the very nature of the 
investigations. Every Special Agent in Charge (SAC) should closely 
follow obscene matter investigations in order that consideration may be 
given to obtaining proper publicity in appropriate cases. Where 

it is contemplated that publicity will result from the Bureau's 
investigation of an obscene matter case, it is the responsibility 
of the SAC to make certain that FBI Headquarters is notified m 
advance of any contemplated arrest, arraignment, or other development 
prior to the time that any publicity is released. 

(9) During the course of the investigation of most obscene 
matter cases, it becomes necessary to interview the subject and 
obtain obscene exhibits from him/her. Such obscene material is 
generally obtained in Bureau cases through one of the following 
methods: 


(a) voluntarily surrendering the exhibits by the 
subject in conjunction with an interview and the obtaining of a 
signed statement 

(b) through a search of the subject or his/her 
premises incidental to an arrest 

(c) through a written waiver consenting to a- 
voluntary search of the subject’s premises 

(d) throuqh the authority of a formal search warrant 
obtained from the United States Attorney 

(10) At the time possession of obscene material is acquired 
from any source, a complete release should be obtained, if possible, 
authorizing the Bureau to destroy the material or dispose of it m 
any other appropriate manner. 

(11) Section 1464 applies to all audio transmissions by 
means of radio communication which will include commercialized 
radio broadcasts, such as utilized by utility companies, taxicab 
companies, and the like. 

(12) In Roaden v. Kentucky , 413 U.S. (1973), the Supreme 
Court held that a film may not be seized without a prior judicial 
determination of obscenity. The Department of Justice advised it 
appears that unless it can be shown that evidence will be unavailable 
without immediate action to preserve it, a warrant must be served to 
justify seizure.

Recent discussions between SSA|__l of the 

Laboratory Division, who supervises the PMRF, and SA | 
of the USCS, who maintains the USCS Pornographic Materials.File, 
have determined that both agencies are collecting and retaining 
materials that are mutually beneficial. Further, it was 
determined that both agencies are discarding materials which are 
not appropriate for their particular needs, but may be of 
significant value to the other agency. 


It is felt by the custodians of these collections, that 
significant benefits and enhancements to each agency's mission 
could be attained through a cooperative effort between the two 
agencies' reference collections. The items addressed in the 
proposed Memorandum of Understanding would allow for substantial 
additions to the files of each agency, as well as the ability to 
query a complete second reference collection which will by its 
nature contain some different information. 


This concept has been discussed by SA with appropriate 

management personnel at the USCS and they are in agreement that a 
relationship of this nature would be beneficial to their agency and 
would like an arrangement for information exchange to be 
established. 


This matter has been discussed with SSA | _) 

Criminal Division, who is the FBIHQ Supervisor handling ITOM 
matters in the Personal Crimes Unit, and he concurs that this 
arrangement would significantly benefit the overall ITOM program. 


Laboratory Division personnel involved in the administration 
and operations of the PMRF feel that this arrangement would greatly 
enhance the quality and quantity of material in the collection and 
would add the ability to access another complete repository of 
information. 


Although information exchanges could be, and have been in 
the past, arranged on an individual case-by-case basis, it is felt 
that the establishing of a Memorandum of Understanding between the 
two agencies would significantly expedite material exchanges, and 
make information more readily available under pre-established 
guidelines.

MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES CUSTOMS 
SERVICE AND THE FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION 


In the continuing efforts of the United States Customs 
Service (USCS) and the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) to 
meet the increasing demands of both agencies in the investigation 
of manufacturers, importers, and distributors of pornographic and 
child pornography materials, we have created this Memorandum of 
Understanding concerning the Pornographic Materials Reference 
Files (PMRF) maintained by each agency. The items contained 
herein are of benefit to both agencies inasmuch as they will 
result in mutual access to the reference resources of both^ 
agencies, thereby providing a greater data base for investigators 
of both agencies in the investigation and prosecution of 
violators of applicable Laws. 

This agreement pertains to exchanges and projects occurring 
between the USCS, Office of Enforcement, Smuggling Investigations 
Division, Child Pornography and Protection Unit, National Child 
Pornography Library and the FBI, Laboratory Division, Special 
Projects Section, Special Photographic Unit, PMRF. All materials 
covered under this agreement will be subject to applicable law 
and the internal policy and guidelines governing these matters 
within each agency. 

I. NEW MATERIAL FOR INCLUSION IN REFERENCE COLLECTIONS 

1. The USCS and the FBI will provide each other with the 
opportunity to review all pornographic materials 
which they have processed for their respective 
reference collections and determined, for whatever 
reason, not to retain it in their collection. The 
receiving agency will review the material, and if 
deemed appropriate, will include it in their file. 

2. The receiving agency, of items outlined above, will 
be responsible for the disposition of materials not 
retained, in a manner agreed to by both agencies, and 
in accordance with law. 

II. ACCESS T O MATERIALS INCLUDED IN THE REFERENCE COLLECTIONS 

The USCS and FBI will conduct searches of their 
respective reference collections, at the request of 
the other agency, to determine if particular items 
are present in their file, and provide the results of 
the search to the requestor.

The laboratory Di vision is the curator of a large r. 
volume of obscene materiaX'’KrVO*ffi as the Pornographic Material 
Reference File (PMRF). Historically, the file was used to help 
establish Interstate Transportation of Obscene Materials (ITOM) 
violations. The file has been reduced to a library of obscene 
materials since ITOM matters are now all but nonexistent except 
for child pornography cases. 

The child pornography cases are still actively 
investigated. Examinations will continue in these cases; 
however, the material .submitted does not require comparison to 
the PMRF. 

Procedures for disposing of pornographic materials are 
l&'ng-standing and well-established through instructions from ; 

FBIHQ to the field. The hard-core pornographic materials in $he 
§M>RF were submitted to the FBI Laboratory with authority grantfd 
for final disposition at the discretion of the Laboratory, eith|r 
addition to the file or destruction when they no longer serve any 
evidentiary function. All prosecutive efforts were completed 
prior to the materials being added to the PMRF.
